HEYWOOD’S  GLAZING  BARS. 

1.  We  have  on  the  market  at  present  two  types  of  bars  -first,  our  ORDINARY  BAR,  comprising  a galvanised  steel  bulb 

tee,  surmounted  by  a leaden  glazing  cap  ; and  second,  our  LEAD-CLOTHED  BAR,  being  an  inverted  steel  tee,  first 
galvanised,  and  then  completely  enclosed  in  a leaden  sheath,  the  ends  of  which  are  soldered  up,  thus  hermetically 
sealing  the  bar.

surface  of  the  glass. 

3.  — The  panes  are  prevented  from  slipping  down  the  roofs  by  strong  copper  stops  riveted  to  the  lower  ends  of  the  bars. 

4.  — Condensation  is  dealt  with  along  the  eaves  of  the  glazing,  the  condensed  moisture  being  conveyed  into  the  outside 

gutters. 

5. — Accidents  excepted,  the  glazing  costs  nothing  in  the  shape  of  maintenance.  The  steel  bars  being  well  galvanised  are 

proof  against  corrosion,  and  retain  their  full  strength  continuously,  while  the  lead  bars  are  manufactured  from 
pure  lead.
